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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' arguments filed March 27, 2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
instant application. 

2. Claims 1, 3-18, 33, 34, 39-51, 53-59, 62-68, 70-76, and 79-84 are examined on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1,3-18, 33, 34, 39-51, 53-59, 62-68, 70-76, and 79-84 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. NEW MATTER. 

5. It is noted that the instant specification does not provide written support basis for the new 
limitation of "instructions for an operating system, the operating system configured to 
effectuate a user mode and a kernel mode, the operating system comprising a file system 
integrated with a database management program, the operating system configured to store, 
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while in kernel mode, data in the file system as file streams, and generate, while in kernel 
mode, Items associated with the file streams in the database management program." 

6. Further, the instant specification generically discloses "kernel mode" (PGPUB 
20050055380, paragraphs [0285], [0288], and [0299]), however, the instant specification 
does not explicitly specify the a file system being integrated with a database management 
program and the instructions are performed either in "user mode" or "kernel mode." 

7. The same issue is present in independent claims 1,51, and 68. Claims 3-18, 33, 34, 39- 
50, 53-59, 62-67, 70-76, and 79-84 are rejected for being dependent from claim 1, 51, or 68.
